THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Amherst^  in  the  County 
of  HillshoTo\  in  said  State^  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall, 
in  said  Amherst,  on  Tuesday,  the  eight  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessa- 
ry for  repairing  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  raise  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  school  purposes. 

5.  To  raise  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  maintenance  of  the  Town  Poor. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Public  Library. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  a  new  ap- 
praisal of  the  real  estate  in  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  town 
farm. 

10.  To  see  if  the  tov/n  will  vote  to  place  names  of 
deceased  soldiers  on  the  monument  yearly, 

11  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  commit- 
tees and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 
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12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

AMHERST  TOWN  LIBRARY. 


The  fathers  of  our  nation  considered  the  church  and 
the  school  the  best  foundations  for  the  social  system 
they  were  to  baild.  To-day,  while  their  value  has  not 
lessened,  the  public  library  supplements  both. 

By  it  we  are  brought  in  contact  with  the  master 
minds  of  the  world  ;  and  if  we  make  the  best  use  of  it, 
its  influence  is  to  broaden  our  intellectual  vision,  so 
that  life  will  come  to  have  a  nobler  purpose  and  a 
grander  future. 

To  illustrate  the  advantage  a  good  library  affords,  irr 
a  community  like  ours,  take  the  study  of  history,  for 
example.  In  the  schools,  it  is,  of  necessity,  expressed 
in  the  shortest,  and  therefore,  the  driest  way. 

In  a  library  the  subject  is  dealt  with  by  the  great 
historians  of  the  woild  in  such  a  way  that  the  reading 
is  a  fascinating  study.  Score  after  score  of  the  ablest 
writings,  on  this  and  kindred  subjects,  line  our  shelves, 
inviting  young  and  old  to  the  riches  they  contain.  In 
no  way  can  patriotism  be  so  surely  established  as  in 
reading  the  noble  volumes  which  relate  to  the  past  of 
our  own  country,  and  the  men  to  whom  she  owes  her 
greatness. 

Even  in  the  domain  of  fiction  many  a  book  will 
convey  a  lesson  of  right  living,  and  preach  a  more  ef- 
fective sermon  than  some  pulpit  efforts  can  claim. 

In  every  department  which  our  limitations  will  al- 
low us  to  enter,  we  have  sought  to  place  good  books  ; 
and  the  kindness  of  friends  has  enabled  us  to  do  still 
more. 
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We  bespeak  for  this  institution  a  continuance  of  the 
interest,  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  and  others,  which 
has  made  the  work  of  the  trustees  pleasant  in  the  past, 
to  the  end  that  it  may  fulfill  its  mission  as  an  educator 
in  this  good  old  town.

The  librarian,  Miss  Stearns,  has  performed  her  du- 
ties, as  usual,  in  a  way  that  has  been  satisfactory  to  all. 

The  rooms,  the  books  and  everything  connected 
with  the  library  have  been  cared  for  in  the  best  possible 
way. 

During  the  illness,  for  several  weeks,  of  the  libra- 
rian, her  duties  were  most  acceptably  performed  by 
Miss  Grace  R.  Moor. 

4053  books  and  periodicals  were  taken  out  by  104 
families.    The  library  contains  nearly  3000  volum.es. 

Its  rooms  are  attractive,  its  librarian  courteous  and 
its  benefits  should  extend  to  every  family  in  town.
